This indeed is the lefs to our prefent Purpofe, how much 
foever it may concern the Nation, as it immediately affects 
only the Lower-H—fe, which, tho’ a Branch of the I egif- 
lature, is nota perpetual Court of executive Juftice. That 
Office belonged in the Days of King Charles, and at this 
Day belongs, tothe L—s, or Upper-H—fe of P. t. 





But the Exercife of this judicial Authority, in Matters 
that regard the Life of Parties, is confined chiefly to thofe 
who have a Right to fit or be repréfented in the fame Houfe. 
This Diftiniion of fitting and being reprefented is more 
neceflary to be made fince the Union than it was before, 
becaufe the Body of the Scots Peerage, by the Limitation 
of Members that are allowed Seats, and the Eledtion by 
which they obtain them, is as properly reprefented as the 
Body of the Commons, Of four Scorti> Lords, who were 
convicted by their Peers of the laft Rebellion, not one had 
a Seat in the illuftrious Court before which they were tried. 


But in Queftion of Property and Eftate, the Exercife of 
this Power extends to every Subject, whofe Bufinefs is of 
fufficient Confequence to be brought into fuch an Affembly, 
and whofe Fortune will bear the Expence of fuch high 
Proceedings. Perhaps there is not another Court of Juftice 
in the World, confifting of Members fo illuftrious in Birth, 
Dignity, and patrimonial Revenues. The Parliament of 
Paris, which feems to approach the neareft to it in regard 
to the Peers who have Seats there, is for the moft Part 
made up Of perifionary Judges, ‘whofe Seats are no other- 
wife hereditary than as they purchafe the Succeffion of 
them from Father to Son: But the Engé/ Peers are Judges 
born, and their Inheritance in this Quality isderived from 
their Blood, and not from any pecuniary Contraét. How 
much is entrufted with this Court, the dernier Refort in all 
Law-Proceedings, is in fome meafare evident from this 
brief Defcription of it. 


Yet, as we are not to imagine that every L—, purely 
becaufe he is fo, is endowed with the proper Qualities of 
Head to diftinguith betwixt Right and Wrong in difficult 
Matters, or of Heart todo abfolute Juftice, without refpect 
to Perfons or Interefis, in every controverted Queftion 3 it 
feems neceflary that there fhould be fome P—r, greatly 
thilled *in' Law and Equity, and of Integrity that is Proof 
againft every Bias and Temptation, to refide in this noble 





Affembly, to dire&t the Judgments of the leatt difcerning, 
and fix the Attention and Refolution of thofe who may be 
negligent or indifferent. 

This is indeed a great Tafk, to which few Men in an 
Age can be in every refpe€t equal. In England it belongs 
to the fame Perfon who is likewife Keeper of the King’s 
Confcience, and Judge of all Matters of Equity below the 
fupreme Court. Such a threefold Office {each Branch of 
which fets him above every other Subje&t, except in the 
Ceremonial given to the Blood-Royal, and the Head of the 
Church) is fcarcely to be found in any other Man but the 
Lord High Chancellor of Great Britain: And there is one 
Particular in the Cafe of this high Officer, which gives him 


The other Judges, as T before obferved, are made fo for 


their own Conduct. When the King appoints one of them, 
he gives a Magiftrate entirely to the People, and his Royal 
Act in this Cafe is irrevocable by pure Will and Pleafure. 
If Sidney's whole Dotirine be true, which mak s Kings 
themfelves accountable for their Conduét, the Monarch 
conveys to this Servant of the Public the fame Tenure in 
his Office as he enjoys in his own. By this Means the 
Judges, by being fecured againft the Caprice of a Minifter 
and Favourite, is fecured againft every common ‘I’empta- 
tion which the Dread of Power can infeét: And as to the 
Temptations from Corruption or perfonal Influence, his 
withftanding thefe is that Teft of good Behaviour which 
perpetuates his Seat on the only Side where there is 
Danger. 

But the Chancellor, as the peculiar Servant of the vifible 
King, tho’ that Service hath a fort of Controul over the 
Regal Pleafure, is accountable to his Royal Matter as well 
as to the Public for the Adminiftration of his Office. Hé 
is not fecured by the Equity of his Judgments towards the 
People, by the Wifdom and Righteounefs of his Condué& 
either on the Bench, or in the Chair of the fupreme Court 
of Judicature, againft the Effects of any Difguft or Mif- 
uhderftanding that may be conceived by the Prince or his 
Minitters. ‘Tho’ his Authority, when in Office, is above 
that of any other fubordinate Civil Magittrate, he is liable 
to be difplaced by an A&t of mere Authority, without any 
Reafon affigned for it: And tho’ he can receive no other 
Punifhment than Depofition in this Manner, having the 
Benefit of a Trial by his Peers if any particular Matters arg 
charged againft him ; yet the Lofs of a moft lucrative, as 
well as moft honourable Employment,which froma corrupt 
or capricious Court he may be fubjett to for any unpleafing 
A& of impartial Juilice, is a Confideration of fuch Moment 
to weak Humanity, that it requires a Virtue much above 
the common Rate to be always unaffeéted by ir. 

This fingular Circumflance, fo different from the State 
of the Brit Judicature in every other Member of it; 
would perhaps merit fome Correttion, if it were not reafon- 
able, that the Keeper of the King’s Confcience fhould be 
always a Man to the King’s own Liking: At leaft, this is 
the Senfe of our Conftitution, which makes the Office of 
Lord Chancellor equally important and precarious. 

In order to Wave a right Notion of the Importance of 
this Office, it may not be amifs to confider it a little more 
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particularly in the feveral Branches of it. In all Aas of 
State which require the Appofition of the Great Seal, it 
ives the Right of an After- Judgement upon the Rettitude, 
Renin and Conveniency of thofe Acts. The Keeping 
of this Seal would be an Office of {mall Traft, if he who 
kep: was obliged to ufe it upon every Occalion that was 
laid before him: But to have the Power of refufing the 
laft Sanétion to a Bufinefs that has gone thro’ all the other 
folemn Forms, is in truth an Attribute of the higheit Truft 
and great Dignity. He cannot hinder the Ratification of 
any fuch A@, becaule he cannot keep the Seal againit che 
King’s Pleature : But while he retains his Office, ne cannot 
be'controuled in the Authority appertaining to it 

As to the fecond Branch of this great Office, the Prefi- 
dency in the fupreme Court of Judicature, 1 have already 
faid fomething of the Nature and Duty of it: But that is 
not the.whol:. The Caufes that come before this high 
Court, are generally fuch as he has before determined by 
his fingle Judgement. Ie lies upon him to defend #4is, and 
to thew the Reélitude of his former Decree ; perhapa in 
Oppofition to other Lords, who have great Gifts of Under- 
ftanding and Eloquence, and thefe perhaps improved by a 
long Gourfe of the fame Studies which have qualify’d him- 
felt for the Seat he fills: Nay, it has not unfrequently 
happened, that fome of them have been his Predeceffors in 
the fame Truft and Dignity, and were therefore Adepts in 
every Form, as wel! as in the general Equity of the Qaef- 
tion. In thefe Circumitances to have the fewelt Decrees 
reverfed, to procure fo auguft a Sanction to the greateft 
Number of his own Opinions, is certainly the higheit Glory 
that can be obtained by the mott illuftrious Conitellation of 
human Accomplifhments. 

And with regard to the making thofe Decrees them/elves, 
which is his fingle A&, the Poflivility of this Revifion in 
every Cafe, and the Penetration and Caution that are re- 
quifite to prepare againit any unwelcome or di(graceful 
Effect of it, fufficicntly demonftrate what Qualities are 
neceflary in the Man who moderates or extends the Force 
of the written Law, or fupplies the Defeét of it in Cafes 
that could not be forefeen. Difcerninent, to feparate Truth 
from the Appearance of it; Wit, to repel the Force of 
gloffy Subtilty ; Wifdom, to comprehend and adyuft every 
Part of a Debate; Forefight, to make Provifion againft 
every injurious Confequence; Integrity, to let no Contider- 
ation but that of Juitice have the Icait Weight ; Courage, 
to pronounce right Judgement in Defiance of Envy or Op- 
pofition :—Thete are fome of the great Endowments that 
ought to enrich the Mind and Heart of a Lord High Chan- 
cellor. 

{f my Readers can look upon a noble L—, who is not 
Conful unius anni, but has long difcharged his high Func- 
tions with unblemifhed Reputation of Honour; it they can 
epply the Auimus rerum prudens, the Vindex avare fraudis, 
the Judge who prefers what is /ioneit to what is profitable, 
and who with a faperior Air rejects every Gitt that is off-r'd 
for the Perverfion of Juitice; one who procures, by the 
Authority of his Office, a Victory over every mean Art 
that would debafe the Exercife of it; in a Word, one who 
poffeffes all the greatand good Qualities enumerated in my 
Motto, or added in this fhort Effay ; it will be needle{s for 
me to engage in a Tafk, which, howcver cautioufly per- 
formed, might be mifconftrued by Malignity, or con- 
demned by Belicacy. Let it fuffice, that I have endea- 
voured, in a few Particulars, to write a Supplement to what 
my Guide, the great Sidney, hath {aid concerning the Power 
of the vifible King: For if that be fo limited as he affeéts, 
the Authority it wants muft refide fomewhere ; fince in 
every Community, whether monarchical or republican, 
there muft, according to his own Principles, be a fupreme 
and abfolute Power.
